Summary of purpose and/or change: 
Legislative Bill 1158 would require the Board of Governors of the Metropolitan 
Community College Area to partner with and private, nonprofit organizations that serve 
high poverty areas in job training and job development.  The Board of Governors would 
award matching grants to such entities.  The intent of the legislature would be to 
appropriate up to four-hundred thousand dollars for each of the fiscal years beginning 
in 2008-09 through 2012-13.   
 
High poverty area would mean an area within the limits of a city of the metropolitan 
class in which thirty percent or more of the families are below the poverty line.  The 
areas would be determined using census tracts. 
 
Private, nonprofit organization would mean an entity whose purpose is providing basic 
job and life skills training to individuals in need of such.
